HOW TO PLAY 
STAGE 1 - Hello Camper! Welcome to Buck's Rock. 


Each player begins by rolling the die to decide which colour area they need to choose a shop from. The shop they select is the 
one they are going to work towards becoming a CIT in. To become a CIT you must complete all 5 tasks listed on the other side 
of this page for the relevant shop. You can only become a CIT in one of nine shops: Theatre, Wood, Leather, Publications, 
Culinary, PASS, Video, Mushed or Radio. The second roll of the die for each player is to try and complete one of the tasks on 
the list by 'visiting’ a shop. 


FOR EXAMPLE - If you are trying to become a CIT in Culinary (in the magenta section) and you roll a cyan die, you can choose 
to complete the task “Get a recipe online in Computers” by moving your counter to Computers. You have then completed that 
task. Play then moves onto the next person. 


The next time it is your turn to roll the die, you can move to another shop to complete the next task on the list. You do not have 
to complete the tasks in order, however, all 5 must be completed in order to advance to the Counselor level. If you roll the die 
and it lands on a color for which you have no required shops to visit, you stay where you are for that turn and play moves onto 
the next person. This process is repeated until all 5 tasks have been completed. 


STAGE 2 - Congratulations! You are now a CIT. 


To complete this stage you need to 'help' campers by answering quiz questions. A camper can be “Тһе Camper' token, or 
another player who is still a camper. Roll the die to visit a colour zone. If ‘The Camper’ is in that zone, you may answer а 
question relating to a shop of your choice. If there is another camper player in that zone, you may answer a question relating 
to the particular shop that they are in. Ask another player to ask you one question from the appropriate quiz card. If you 
answer correctly while a camper is occupying the shop or zone, you have successfully 'helped' one camper. You need to either 
help 2 campers in your own shop, or 4 campers in other shops. Only one question may be asked each turn. 


FOR EXAMPLE - /f you are a Wood CIT and you roll a cyan die, you can answer a Wood question if “The Camper’ is in the cyan 
area, or another camper player is in the Wood shop. However, if you are a Wood CIT and you roll a yellow die but there are no 
campers in the yellow zone, you cannot answer a question. 


STAGE 3 - Show me the money! You have now been hired as a Counselor. 


The third stage involves working towards becoming the Camp Director, which requires an apprenticeship in Fleen. On the 
board are three elements of Fleen: strawberry ice cream (magenta section), sky hooks (cyan section), and a 

left-handed monkey-wrench (yellow section). You need to ‘collect’ all three Fleen items in order to 
become the Director. To collect a Fleen item you need to roll the dice colour to move to the correct 
area, and then have two chances to roll the same colour again to 'collect it. 


FOR EXAMPLE - If you need strawberry ice cream you need to roll magenta to get into that colour 
area. Then you must roll pink a second time to сойес the item, and you get two chances to roll 
the correct colour. 


Once you have collected all 3 items you become the Director and have won the game! Hooray!
